Carnation Matchmaker Top at $1,150 to Wimbledon—37 Head Over 
$200 Each—First Day’s Average $210 


Elkhorn, Wis., under the management of A. W. 
Petersen, brought a total of $22,880 for the 126 
catalogued animals and a few uncatalogued baby calves 
sold with their dams, for an average of $181.60. The 
sale on the whole demonstrated the soundness of this 
market for the better animals, but the average was con- 
siderably lowered by the unusually large percentage of 
young bulls, many of which were backed by rather mod- 
est records. As at most sales these days, animals not 
in full bloom at sale time often sold well below their 
value and several valuable breeding matrons a bit over 
age went at bargain prices. 
If it was the young bulls that brought down the aver- 
age, we must also credit one young bull with topping the 
sale. That was Carnation Matchmaker, sensational 
baby son of Governor of Carnation from a 1,000-lb. fat 
daughter of Matador Segis Ormsby, who went to Wimble- 
don Farms, Annapolis, Md., on a final bid of $1,150. The 
last contending bidder was Dr. L. S. Reavley, Sterling, 
Ill., who gave Mr. Norris one raise after the $1,100 mark 
was reached. Mr. Petersen also had several mail bids in 
his pocket which helped keep the bidding moving briskly, 
the highest being that of Archie Allison, Cheyenne, 
Wyoming.

A pair of heifers that came near stopping the show 
came from the herd of Ray E. Meyer, Roselle, Ill. Full 
sisters, a July yearling and a September calf, this 
pair had all the showmen bidding on them. They were 
finally struck off to Herman C. Dunker, McHenry, II1., 
for his boy and girl who will raise and show them as 
4-H projects. 


One of the largest and best consignments was that 
of George Kieffer, Auburndale, Wis., who sold a bull 
calf and seven females, mostly first and second calf 
heifers, for an average of $208, including two of the 
$300 animals and two others above the $200 mark. 


The 58 females of milking age averaged $202.58; 
14 two-year-olds not yet fresh averaged $156.78; 5 bred 
yearling heifers averaged $164; 11 unbred yearlings 
averaged $115.91 and the two catalogued heifer calves 
$157.50. The 32 bulls averaged just above the general 
average of the sale, $183.44. 


The value of A. R. records was indicated by the fact 
that the 9 cows with A. R. records averaged $258.89 
and the 15 bulls from A. R. dams averaged $251.33. 


The sale was capably and efficiently staged and man- 
aged by Art Petersen, with J. E. Mack as chief auction- 
eer, assisted by Robert Seitz and C. T. Haverly. G. R. 
Melin made the announcements from the box until his 
throat gave out early the second day, after which his 
place was taken by the Sale Manager. The animals were 
displayed in the ring by Mike Stewart, Maynard, Iowa, 
with some assistance from Clarence Lorch of Co-Ed 
Farms, Ocheyedan, Iowa. 

The judging pavilion at the Walworth County Fair 
Grounds proved to be a good place to hold a sale until 
in the middle of the first afternoon a terrific rain and 
hail storm, accompanied by thunder, lightning and a 
wind storm of almost tornado proportions, effectively 
drowned out the voices of the auctioneers and seriously 
hampered the barn boys in their job of bringing the cat- 
tle from the barns to the pavilion. The storm undoubt- 
edly cost the consignors many dollars. The crowd the 
first day taxed the capacity of the large building, but in 
spite of the announcement by the management that there 
had been an even division of the tops between the two 
days, the second day crowd was disappointing, and bid- 
ding was considerably slower. There were 36 buyers 
from Wisconsin, 22 from Illinois, four from Iowa and 
others from Indiana, Ohio, Michigan, Maryland, Virginia, 
Missouri and Minesota.

Milco’s Linebred Homesteads

Holstein business as the “Home of the Home- 

steads,”’ where the Jones, Randall and Knospe 
herds were developed and the Homestead name made 
famous. Dodge County Homesteads were injected 
thoroughly into the bloodstream of the breed, and with 
the break-up of these three herds there were only a few 
breeding establishments that continued to foster the 
family in more than outcross form. One of those which 
has stuck to the job of concentrated Homestead breeding 
is the Milwaukee County Institutions farm, near Wau- 
watosa, Wisconsin, where linebreeding of this great fam- 
ily has been going on for nearly 20 years. 


To grasp quickly the plan of Milco’s Homestead line- 
breeding, imagine a spring from which flows four 
streams, each winding downward, fed by other streams 
until they finally merge together again in a lake. 


The lake is the present Milco herd of 260 Holsteins, 
and the spring from which the four streams flow is Ca- 
nary Paul Fobes Homestead, considered by many to be 
the most important foundation sire of the present far 
flung family, father of 56 A. R. O. daughters and 45 A. 
R. sons mostly bred in the Jones and Randall herds dur- 
ing the six or seven years preceding the World War, and 
after that in the herd of Ex-Governor Stubbe of Kansas. 
About 200 of Milco’s 260 head carry at least one cross 
to this great foundation sire transmitted into the herd 


by way of four different sons of Canary Paul Fobes 
Homestead.

Without attempting to assign any greater importance 
to any of the four, we take first the two which were 
full brothers, out of Oak De Kol 4th, daughter of one 
of the Homestead family’s many great brood cows, Oak 
De Kol, she by Homestead Jr. De Kol, from whom the 
family inherited its name. The first of these was Canary 
Oak De Kol Homestead, the sire of King Canary Home- 
stead, the sire of Milcoaggie Oak Homestead, former 
of the present Milco sires, Milco Creamelle Segis. 


The other full brother was Canary Paul Oak Home- 
stead, the sire of Milcoaaggie Oak Homestead, former 
herd sire, most noted, however, as the father of Milco 
Felecia Homestead, head of the outstanding ‘‘Felecia’’ 
family.

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The Fly—A Farm Problem 


Practical Methods of Control 
By W. A. POHLMAN, Illinois 


ally a great many variables to consider, and because 

of this fact the remarks which we will make further on 
must be accepted as covering only the underlying prin- 
ciples. Possibly, only a part of them are applicable to 
your particular property. 

There are two distinct phases to the farm fly prob- 
lem, each of which is equally important in its own 
sphere. This discussion, therefore, will be divided into 
(1) prophylactic treatment; and (2) mechanical control. 
Prophylactic treatment might possibly be given prece- 
dence over mechanical control as it gets down to the 
fundamentals of the problem. 

I will not attempt to discuss the life cycle of the fly, 
but will merely cover those facts concerning it that are 
pertinent to this discussion. The average range of the 
fly can be covered by a circle with a diameter of about 
1,000 yards. We will grant that there will be some flies 
driven in by the wind, and some that will be forced to 
travel to the farm from a greater distance because of a 
lack of food in their own range, but this percentage of 
your fly population is extremely small. Therefore, to all 
intents and purposes, our fly problem is of our own mak- 
ing, and the logical approach to its solution would be to 
eliminate the breeding spots of these insects on our own 
property. 

In seeking out these breeding areas, we must keep in 
mind that the two types of flies with which we have to 
contend with on the farm breed in entirely different 
areas. The fly that possibly causes the most annoyance 
to animals, the tabanid or biting fly, uses one or two 
mediums for propagation. The most prolific source is a 
pile of loose straw, where moisture is present, and the 
other spot is manure, either stacked in the yard or pres- 
ent in the open pasture. 

Treatment of yard manure is relatively simple, but 
that in the pasture or rest lot offers another problem, 
and the number of flies hatched in these latter areas is 
equally as great as the number hatched around the barn. 
One method of treating badly infested field areas is to 
drag brush over the droppings, breaking them up so that 
the sun and air will dry them out before fly larvae has 
an opportunity to develop. Of course, we know that this 
entails some labor and expense, but in heavily infested 
areas it is time and money well spent to get rid of these 
breeding sources. 

In our surveys we have always strongly recommend- 
ed that loose straw be removed from shed areas or from 
spots where the soil is continually damp, but where this 
is not possible when the straw is used for bedding pur- 
poses in calf stalls, etc., we recommend that this area be 
liberally treated with powdered Borax. Borax is not in- 
jurious to animals in any way, and yet it does close these 
spots as breeding grounds for flies. 

The other type of fly found on farms is the scavenger 
type. While this insect is not as great a source of annoy- 
ance to animals as the tabanid, it does worry them by 
crawling over their delicate tissues. This insect also 
causes the high bacteria count in milk by spreading 
germs over the vessels used and by direct contact with 
the milk itself. 

The scavenger fly will hatch in almost any damp area 
where protein is present, and two of the most prolific 
breeding areas on the farm for this type of insect are 
manure piles and areas around old-type privies, and in 
the spots around the milk house where drainage from the 
wash racks keeps the ground continually moist. 

We have always recommended the use of Borax on 
all spots of this nature, except in the case of the manure 
pile itself. With this exception, such areas should be lib- 
erally sprinkled with Borax at regular intervals, and 
should always be treated after each rain. The area im- 
mediate adjacent to the manure pile where seepage 
works into the soil should also receive a Borax applica- 
tion regularly. For the manure pile we recommend the 
method of treatment suggested by Dr. Fling, State En- 
tomologist of the Illinois State Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

We also suggest that the floors of barns that are 
still equipped with the old-type wood flooring—and this

ed regularly with powdered Borax. This medium shoyjd 
be applied very liberally on the initial treatment. 

The above, we believe, covers the principal and most 
obvious breeding spots. You appreciate, of course, that 
it is not possible to search out all the breeding areas for 
flies that exist on the farm, and while the treatment of 
known or suspected areas will greatly reduce the fiy 
population, some sort of mechanical control must be re. 
lied on to take care of the flies bred in areas not acces. 
sible for treatment. 

There are many mediums for fly-control which have 
been used in the past such as sprays, screen traps, poi 
sons, sticky fly-papers, etc., but all of these devices re. 
quired constant supervision on the part of the farm per. 
sonnel. Unfortunately, when the human element enters 
a situation, a breakdown of the system quite often oc- 
curs. Therefore, we have recommended in our various 
surveys that an automatic control by electric screens be 
used. 

Electric screens are,the same as any other mechani- 
cal device in that they also have their limitations, and if 
they are not properly applied they may not give the max- 
imum results possible through the use of the equipment. 
However, if the necessary amount of equipment is prop- 
erly applied, the degree of control obtained will be more 
than satisfactory. 

There is no set rule that can be made for the appli- 
cation of electric screens to any two barns. Each prop- 
erly presents its own individual problems and requires 
a thorough survey by a man versed in the application of 
the equipment, as there are certain characteristics of 
fly-behaviour which must be considered when the use of 
electric screens is contemplated. 

Many insects are known to show definite color pref- 
erences and dislikes, and through research work con- 
ducted by a Swiss scientist it has been developed that 
flies show a marked aversion to light blue. With this 
knowledge we started a test on the use of this color in 
conjunction with electric screens. Our first field work 
was carried on in Iowa, and we selected different types 
of barns in which to run these tests. Barn No. 1 was 
equipped with the Louden drop-back windows; Barn No. 
2 was of the same type of construction as No. 1, and 
Barn No. 3 was equipped with regular slide windows. 

We installed electric screen panels on Barn No. | at 
every fourth window, and removed the glass panes from 
these openings. We retained the ordinary screen mesh 
on the other openings and left the glass windows in them 
in the tilt-back position. We painted the mesh a light 
blue, and covered the inside of the glass windows with a 
light blue calcimine. : 

On Barn No. 2 we used an electric screen installa- 
tion comparable to the one on Barn No. 1, again remov- 
ing the drop-back windows from the electrified openines. 
However, the ordinary screen mesh was removed oem 
the non-electrified windows, and the inside of the clas 
of the drop-back windows at these openings was — 
with light-blue paint.

Question: How do you Treat Calf Diarrhea: (Include preventative pre- 
cautions unless covered in preceding.) 


Answered by Members of the Advisory Committee 


By Howard Clapp, Pabst Farms: 

' This has not troubled us much with ‘our nurse cow 
system. Pails that are not clean can cause it. 

"Years ago we injected the calves with calf scour 
serum at birth but this has been discontinued. It is 
used in cases of scouring and the amount of milk fed 
is cut down. Many common remedies have been tried 
with no specially good results from anyone. Rarely is 
there any need for treatment of calves when on the nurse 
cow system. 

By V. S. Culver, York, Pa.: 

Calf scours is rare in healthy herds, in calves that 
are vigorous at birth and when proper sanitary practices 
are followed. Prevention is much easier than a cure. 

If scours is prevalent, vaccination with mixed in- 
fection bacterins may help. Calf must be isolated and 
quarters kept immaculate to prevent infection or re- 
infection. Good nursing is very essential; and under 
feeding preferable to over feeding just at this period. 
Raw eggs have proven very beneficial; as has bismuth 
subnitrate. Enemas of glycerin and warm water two 
to three times daily help to clear up infection. 

By Hugh Morrill, Quonquont Stock Farm: 

There are several things that will cause calf scour or 
diarrhea. For white scours we inject as soon as a calf 
is born 2 ce of calf scour mixed bacterin and later if 
they show any signs of it we again give bacterin. 

Feeding calves cold milk will often cause diarrhea 
also foam on skim milk which has just come from the 
separator, dirty utensils that the calves drink out of, 
over feeding and irregular feeding. We make it a prac- 
tice of washing and sterilizing our calf pails after each 
feeding and we also think it a good practice if you have 
an ailing calf not to feed other calves from the same 
pail that he or she has been drinking from. 

By M. M. Campbell, Maytag Dairy Farms: 

A dose of castor oil first. Cut down on amount of 
milk to almost nothing for a few days. Fifty cc of white 
scour serum along with 50 cc of hemorragic septicema 
serum may help. As suggested with other calf ailments, 
tty putting on a nurse cow for a while—providing the 
cow has other calves on her or let the calf in to the cow 
for short periods several times a day—see that the calf 
gets less than he wants to start with. 

_ Dr. Walsh of Ames has given us a medicine recently

is rather weak, inject large doses of hemorragic serum 
or calf scour serum. If the calf is strong and the 
diarrhea caught early enough, I take the milk away and 
give them a dose of mineral oil; then in twelve hours 
start them off on half the amount of milk and gradually 
increase it. The mineral oil is soothing to the in- 
flamed bowels and seems to kill the fermentation that 
causes scours, and is a very economical, simple remedy. 
By Clark Biddle, W. L. Biddle & Son: 

There are several things that might cause diarrhea 
in calves, such as over feeding, sudden change in feed, 
cold temperature of milk and too laxative feed, green 
alfalfa and fresh cut feed. Most of all these can be 
avoided and most calf diarrhea can be prevented. In 
case diarrhea does develop, we reduce the amount of 
milk. We give one to two ounces of castor oil to clean 
out digestive system. Quite often egg whites will check 
the diarrhea. We also use calf scour medicine from our 
veterinarian. (We have no trouble with white scours 
or diarrhea. This is an infectious disease and very dif- 
ficult to control.) 

By M. H. Keeney, Essex County Hospital: 

Calves are given 6 ce injection of calf bacterins at 
birth and in cold weather are covered with a burlap bag 
blanket. This prevents any scours arising from digestive 
disorders due to cold. In case a calf does then develop 
scours, we feed a tablespoonful of the following powder 
formula in the milk twice a day: 

10 oz. bicarbonate of soda 

10 oz. bismuth subnitrate 

5 oz. Salol 
These powders are fed until the calf recovers, usually 
within a couple of days. 
By G. A. Burdick, Lauxmont Farms: 

Diarrhea and pneumonia generally go hand in hand. 
Mixed bacterin, as designated in question No. 1, may 
help. 

Cut down milk and feed two raw eggs a couple times 
a day. Burnt flour sometimes helps, as well as bismuth 
subnitrate and salol (chlorine) limewater. If there are 
too many cases, better look to sanitation measures. 
Proper care and cleanliness are very important. Call 
a vet and remove the cause.

Wisconsin’s 50th Anniversary 


HE Holstein-Friesian Association of Wisconsin has 

| now rounded out a half century of service to the 
Holstein-Friesian industry. While state associations 
were formed earlier than 1890 in Iowa, Michigan and 
Illinois, it is our belief from the best information at 
hand that those early organizations were later allowed 
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to lapse for a while before reorganization into the pres- 
ent strongly functioning groups. The Wisconsin Aggo. 
ciation, however, has a continuous history for 50 years 
and we believe is entitled to credit as the oldest state 
organization of our breed. 


Very few breeders now connected with our industry 
were in this business when the Wisconsin Association 
was formed on February 13, 1890, although there are g 
few. The earlier records have evidently been shrouded 
somewhat in the mists of antiquity as the organization 
date has for some years been carried as the year 1899 
However, reference to the files of the Holstein-Friegian 
Register discloses the following communication from 
Secretary W. J. Gillett, which was published in the 
REGISTER of March 1, 1890. 


Editor Register: I beg leave a portion of your valv- 
able space to say the Holstein-Friesian breeders of Wis 
consin, under date of Feb. 13, organized themselves into 
a body, corporated under the law of the State in the 
name of ‘‘The Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ Association of 
Wisconsin’. 


The officers elected are as follows: 

President, C. J. Evans, Columbus; Vice-President, A. 
D. DeLand, Sheboygan Falls; Secretary, W. J. Gillett, 
Rosendale; Treasurer, D. G. Thomas, Fox Lake; Board 
of Directors—T. K. Gillett, Fond du Lac; D. M. White, 
Hudson; C. C. Harris, Dousman. 


This Association is for the purpose of improving, pro- 
moting and securing the best interests of owners and 
breeders of the black-and-whites; and thereby keep step 
with our neighbor states and gain many points of ad- 
vantage as an Association when we fail as individuals. 
It gives us an opportunity to meet and exchange ideas; 
it binds us closer together as brothers of the same cause 
and it is my earnest expectation that every owner of 4 
Holstein-Friesian in the State of Wisconsin will deem it 
his duty and find it a pleasure to join this Association 
and help the good work on.

In the same connection, we are pleased to note a 
similar feeling among Canadian Holstein breeders with 
the 80% butter equivalent omitted from records listed in 
their latest year book, and the Journal adopting a 
straight “butter fat” policy for its editorial columns. We 
commend their action. 


Red Book, Vol. 11 

OL. 11 of the Red Book of Herd Improvement Reg- 
V istry will be ready for mailing by the end of this 

month, according to a notice just received from 
Supt. Norton. This will be a comparatively small vol- 
ume, starting a new series and will include 42 pages 
herd averages, showing a complete list of averages for 
consecutive years on test for all herds that finished a 
herd test during the 12 months period ending Sept. 
30, 1939; approximately 318 pages of sires with tested 
daughters, 102 pages of dams with three or more tested 
daughters, 90 pages of sires with indexes and the usual 
lists. Owners of herds reported with a completed herd 
average for the year will receive copies as soon as they 
can be mailed, as payment of the Herd Test fee entitles 
the owner to a copy of the Red Book. Others desiring 
a copy should send in orders immediately to the Ad- 


vanced Registry Office at Brattleboro, Vermont, with 
remittance of $2.00 per copy. 


Supt. Norton announces that 433 new herd averages 
will be reported in Vol. 11, just over half of them show- 
ing average test of 3.4 and 3.5%. A little less than 
19 per cent of the 433 herds show tests under 3.4% and 
over 30 per cent have tests above 3.5%. Dividing the 
list of 4833 herds into two groups, the 201 herds testing 
from 3.1 to 3.4% contain 5,061 cows that average 11,566 
lbs. milk, 3.35%, 387.7 lbs. fat; and the group of 232 
herds testing from 3.5% to 3.9% contain 5,254 cows 
that average 11,151 lbs. milk, 3.57%, 398.3 lbs. fat. The 
grand average for the 433 herds, containing 10,315 cows, 
is 11,354 lbs. milk, 3.46%, 393.1 lbs. fat, which is the 
highest general average that has been reported durjng 
the 11 years of HIR testing for our breed.

Don’t Miss The WORLD of May 25 
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Honor List Computations—New Style 


N OUR next issue we plan to present our annual story 
| of the Honor List Owners. Each year about this time, 

the Advanced Registry Department publishes an Hon- 
or List, showing the leading records in each classifica- 
tion, division and age class and as a matter of interest 
and friendly competition among the breeders doing A.R. 
testing we have each year for quite a number of years 
computed the standing of these owners by a point sys- 
tem which we worked out in our office, based on the 
standing of each record in its class. Each first place 
has in the past scored 25 points, each second piace 20 
points, each third place 17, fourth 16 and then con- 
tinuing by dropping one point for each placing until we 
get down to one, with all records below 19th place scor- 
ing one point. 

We have had some complaints from our readers that 
our point system was not equitable and we have our- 
selves long realized its inadequacies but have hesitated 
to make a change in our methods. This year. however, 
we decided to make a change, and have worked out the 
plan described below, in which the points are based on 
the actual figures of the record rather than on its rank- 
ing for the year. We sent our new plan to Supt. Norton 
for his approval or disapproval and have a letter from 
him from which we quote: 

“TIT am very glad that you are planning to change 
your system of scoring as I have never felt that the old 
system was worked out on a proper basis. I have never 
made any Objection to it as I have felt that it was not an 
official proposition as far as the Association was con- 
cerned and was entirely a World proposition, but I do 
believe that basing it on the actual record rather than on 
the placing on the Honor List is a real improvement.’’ 

The New Method 

Here is the plan which we have worked out with 
the aid of suggestions from one or two of our breeder 
friends and with the approval of Supt. Norton as noted 
above. 

First, we allow one point for any record that is 50% 
above A.R. requirements for that particular age, divi- 
sion and classification and then an additional point for 
each 24%% of A.R. requirements above that base figure. 
The table on this page shows the base figure for each 
age, division and classification, and the number of pounds 
over that base figure that entitle the record to an extra 
point. 


For instance, referring to the table, you will see that 
in the aged class of the 365-day division, Class A, the 
base figure is 720 lbs. fat, which is 50% above A.R. re- 
quirements. The increment per point for this class 
would be 12 lbs., that is for an aged cow in Class A of the 
yearly division, we add one point for each 12 lbs. above 
720. 

Going to the opposite extreme, the junior two- 
year-old class in the ten months division, Class C, we find 
a base figure of 337.5 lbs. and an increment of 5.6 lbs. 


So for this age, division and classification, every heifer 
producing 337.5 lbs. fat gets one point, with an addi. 
tional point for each 5.6 lbs. above that figure. 

It seemed fair to us to base our increment on per. 
centage of A.R. requirements rather than on pounds of 
increase. It would be a simple matter for an aged coy 
in Class A of the yearly division to produce 200 Ibs. over 
A.R. requirements. Dozens of Holstein cows do this 
every year. But if a junior two-year-old in Class C of 
the ten months division should produce 200 lbs over 
A.R. requirements, she would do something that only 
one heifer of the breed has ever done in all the history 
of A.R. testing. So we use percentages of increase over 
the base figure, rather than pounds of increase and be. 
lieve that method is fair to all concerned. 

As Supt. Norton points out, the base figure of 59 
per cent above A. R. requirements is exactly the same a 
the requirements for daughters of Gold Medal Sire, 
hence this too appears to be equitable; and after giving 
the matter considerable study, we believe that the in- 
crement of 2% per cent of A.R. requirements is also 
equitable. 

Reasons for the Change 

The main reason was that the old method does not 
present a fair basis for comparison of records made 
in different years. Let us take a few specific instances, 
selected at random. Last year, 1938, Carnation Princess 
Piebe won first place in the aged cow class, yearly divi- 
sion, Class A. Her record was 1092.3 Ibs. fat and it 
gave her 25 points. Had she made this same record 
two years earlier, in 1936, she would have ranked only 
10th for the year and would have won 10 points on the 
same sized record. As another instance, take Winter- 
thur Donsegis Ormsby Ikatie, whose record of 756.9 
lbs. fat in 1936 ranked 6th in the aged cow class, yearly 
division, Class C, giving her 14 points. Had she made 
her record one year earlier it would have ranked second 
and she would have scored 20 points instead of 14. 

The old system was often unfair to a cow as com- 
pared with others tested the same year. Taking last 
year’s Honor List, we find in one class a heifer winning 
25 points on a record of 732 lbs. fat. Second place in 
the same class was only 632 1bs.—100 Ibs. less—but this 
second record scored only five points less than the much 
higher record. In another class the same year a differ- 
ence of 100 lbs. fat meant a drop from 25 to only 10 
points in Honor Score. Sometimes there has been only 
a fraction of a pound between first and second places, yet 
one record got 25 points and the other, practically the 

same record only 20 points. Upon occasion we have had 
almost a triple tie among three records, for all intents 
and purposes one record as good as the other, yet et 
record, under our old system got 25 points, another 20 
and the third but 17. 

It has actually happened that in one class a cow pro

We checked up on the 800 lb. fat 
daughters of Sir Inka May and found 
that on Friday, April 26, 1940 
“Sandy” had fifty-four daughters 
that had made over 800-lbs. of fat in 
a year and Sir Inka May had forty- 
four (so both Lucy and the writer 
were wrong). Matador Segis Orms- 
by has twenty-two daughters that 
have made 1,000 lbs. of fat and 
thirty-seven of his 800-lb. fat daugh- 
ters are still living. In the test barn 
at Carnation are several daughters 
of “Sandy’’ and without doubt he 
will have over 60 daughters with 
over 800-lbs. fat by the end of the 
year and it is quite possible that the 
number will be sixty-two. Just 
think of it Maurice, we used to think 
‘“‘way back when’’, King Segis Ponti- 


ac Count had twelve and Old “Sir 
Piet” had sixteen that the ultimate 
had been reached. Then came 


“37th”? and King Ormsby Ideal with 
twenty-two and Ormsby Korndyke 
Lad with twenty-one. Man-O-War 
now has twenty-three 800-lb. fat 
daughters but we go on record right 
now that neither you nor the writer 
will live to see two bulls in one herd 
that have a total of 98,800-lb. fat 
daughters with the end not yet in 
sight. 


Now I know what some of the 
readers are going to say ‘“‘they have 
the climate out West’’, our cows 
could do the same if they had the 
chance. Far be it from me to get 
out on a limb on a question like 
this, however, at this time. Every- 
one knows that they have hot wea- 
ther down in Maryland and we will 
say that there are plenty of other 
states that have more favorable con- 
ditions for making records than they 
do down in Maryland. What we are 
trying to illustrate is the fact that 
several years ago Mr. H. O. Norris 
bought Kooistra Nellie Korndyke 
844278 from Carnation. She had 
made in the Carnation herd 951.2 
Ibs. fat and 30,666.5 lbs. milk as an 


8-year-old. In the Wimbledon herd 
as a 10-year-old she made 953.8 
Ibs. fat and 29,907.7 lbs. milk or 


758 lbs. less milk and 2 lbs. more 
fat. So where do you get to when 
you try to figure out the climatic 
advantage on that one? It takes 
good cows to make good records no 
matter in what state they are made. 


A further check showed the cattle 
population at Carnation to be 617 
head. Included in this lot are 119 
cows with records of over 800 lbs. 
fat and 45 that have made over 
1,000 lbs. of fat. This is the high- 
est mark for both classifications that 
Carnation have ever had in their 
herd at one time. Rube told me of 
the long struggle to reach the point 
where they would have 100 cows 
with over 800 Ibs. of fat. We do 
not know for sure but off-hand we 
would say that the twenty-two 30,- 
000-lb. milk producers in the herd 
has been surpassed at some former 
date. 


Len Hall slipped out to his desk 
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and came back with some figures 
that were interesting to me to say 
the least. Last year Carnation had 
forty-two heifers that completed 
records in Class B (three time milk- 
ing to you Maurice), three of these 
heifers made their records in box 
stalls and the rest in stanchions. 
Kight were junior three-year-olds 
and rest were two-year-olds. The 
entire lot averaged 561.9 lbs. fat and 
15,298.2 lbs. milk with an average 
test of 3.67% fat, quite an impos- 
ing average we think. We have al- 
ways been very critical of the care 
(cold water and all) that the three 
time string gets at Carnation and 
still think that they could give them 
a better chance than they do. But 
to get back to the subject in 1938 
Carnation had thirty-five in Class B 
that averaged 534 lbs. fat and in 
1937 the thirty-one that completed 
Class B records averaged 491 Ibs. 
so you see the trend has been up- 
wards. 


Well M. S. P., that is part of the 
story of the trip and when I write 
again which will be soon I will give 
you some of the ‘‘dope’’ on what I 
saw in the barns. Might as well tell 
you now, however that the grass 
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was plenty long on the pastures op 
the flat in front of the barns and the 
tulips on Mr. Stuart’s lawn were ip 
full bloom.

duced more than double A.R. requirements for her class 
and yet scored only one point; while the same year in 
another class a heifer produced less than double her A. R. 


requirements but headed her class for the year and thus 
scored 25 points. 


The injustices of the old system were apparent to 
many, sO much so that one member of the National As- 
sociation, Henry Schell of Pennsylvania, is offering a 
resolution to the forthcoming National Convention, ask- 
ing the Association to take steps to have the method of 
Honor List computations revised. We have had con- 
siderable correspondence with Mr. Schell over this mat- 
ter and we gladly give him credit for furnishing the 
basic idea back of our new system of scoring. 


A Bit of History 


It was way back in 1894 that our National Associa- 
tion started paying cash prize for Advanced Registry re- 
cords and publishing an annual ‘Prize List.’”’ That first 
year they adjusted records to mature equivalent on the 
basis of percentage of requirements and paid $50 for the 
highest record of the year, $49 for second and so on 
down to $24 for 27th place. Mutual Friend 3d, owned 
by T. G. Yoemans & Sons, won first with a junior three- 
year-old record of 17.472 lbs. fat in seven days, the 
mature equivalent being 28 lbs, 8.93 oz. of butter on an 
80 per cent fat basis. De Kol 2d, owned by Henry 
Stevens & Sons was second with a 10-year-old record of 
21.261 lbs. fat, equivalent to 26 lbs., 9.21 oz. of 80% 
butter. That first year of the $999 spent for prize 
money, $572 went to Henry Stevens & Sons, $141 to 
Yoemans & Sons, $134 to Michigan Ag. College, $79 to 
Smiths & Powell and $73 to Harvey S. Day of Michigan. 
It did not take the Association long to vote that only 
three money prizes be given to any owner, later amended 
to read three in any class after they started awarding 
prizes by classes instead of figuring mature equivalents. 

In 1916 the present World editor, then one of the 
editors of the old Black & White Record started comput- 
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ing the amount of money each owner won and publishing 
the list of money winners. When the Record merged 
with the World in 1918, this practice was continued and 
was expanded to include the sires of the money winners 
and the people who bred the money winner. 


Starting with the official year 1922-23, the National 
Association for reasons of economy discontinued the pay- 
ment of cash prizes for these large records but sub- 
stituted for the Prize List and Honor List, in which the 
records of the year in each class were listed according to 
size. The World, wishing to go on with the project of 
figuring which owners had made the most large records 
each year, instituted the point average as described 
earlier in this story and based largely on the same prin: 
ciple as the old time cash awards, and for seventeen years 
now we have publisheua annual stories of the leading 
Honor List Uwners, Sires and Breeders, on this same 
basis of camparison. 


Since 1923 so many new classifications have been 
added and so many radical changes have been made in 
methods of testing that our old point system seems to 
have become somewhat outmoded, and this new one, 
based on actual records, will be given a trial. We hope 
you will like it and that it can be continued year ypnd 
year without amendment, so that points won in any 
given year will mean the same as points scored in any 
other year under this system. :

The dispersal of the herd of Paul 
smith, Newark Valley, N. Y., will be 
held May 22 at his Newark Valley 
Farms, located a mile north of the 
village of Newark Valley on the Dry- 
den road.

of 4.22%, both in Class B. Several others will be com- 


pleted soon to add more evidence on the importance of 
this cross. 





The Third Son 

The third son of Canary Paul Fobes Homestead was 
Canary Fobes Helena De Kol. He was used in the C. B. 
Rutherford herd at Lake Mills, Wisconsin. Milco pur- 
chased, some 10 years later, a cow out of an untested 
daughter of this bull, named Canary Creamelle of Queen 
Meadow, an animal of excellent type that in 1931 won 
the aged cow class at the Wisconsin State Fair. ‘Old 
Blackie,’’ as she came to be known, heads the second of 
Milco’s two great cow families. 

She has a Class B 9-year-old record of 632 lbs. of fat 
and a 3.9% test. Her two A. R. daughters have four 
records averaging 566 Ibs. of fat in Class B, with a 3.9% 
average test, and she has two A. R. sons with high test- 
ing daughters in the herd. Probably more important 
yet is the fact that her best daughter is the dam of the 
young sire mentioned above, Milco Creamelle Segis, 
bringing together the blood of the two full brothers, the 
third son of Canary Paul Fobes Homestead and the fami- 
lies of ‘“‘Blackie’’ and ‘Felecia,’ with their strong in- 
heritance of show type and splendid high testing produc- 
tion. 

The Fourth Brother 

One of the greatest of the sons of Canary Paul Fobes 
Homestead was the sire that headed W. S. Moscrip’s 
famed North Star herd, Bessie Fobes Oak Homestead, 
sire of North Star Joe Homestead, who needs no intro- 
duction. ‘‘Joe’s’’ blood is flowing into the Mileco herd 
through another of the present herd sires, Mileco Hoesly 
Star, out of a lovely daughter of Hoesly Veritas Joe 
Homestead, one of the good Baltz Hoesly-bred sons of 
“Joe.” 

Outcrosses 

Feeding the four main streams of Homestead breed- 
ing are outcrosses that may improve the intensified 
Homestead strain at Milco even further. Probably the 
most important of them is represented by the former 
herd sire, De Kol Pabst Korndyke Star, a three-quarter 
brother to the famous Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, both 
by Pabst Korndyke Star and out of different daughters 
of Rag Apple Pontiac Polkadot. Milco Hoesly Star, jun- 
ior herd sire from the “Joe Homestead” line, is sired by 
“Old Star.” 

Farm Manager, E. C. Thompson, informed us re- 
cently that the first daughters of ‘‘Hoesly Star’’ began to 
freshen in February. Everyone, he says, and they have 
about 40 of them, is splendidly uddered and carries the 
big, square-rumped, deep-bodied style that Holstein 
breeders have always admired. This combination seems 
to be clicking well. 

Another important cross brings in the blood of King 
Bessie, and is being tried on a limited scale. The first 
Bessie sire was well known King Bessie Ormsby Boast, 
used at Milco during 1930. This line was continued in 
1936 and 1937 by King Bessie 36th, another show son 
of King Bessie, now owned by Hawthorn Farms in IIli- 
nois. The young son of “36th” out of “‘Blacky’s’’ daugh- 
ter is being used principally on the “36th” daughters in 
the herd. 

The third important outcross comes through the old-

The only 

hint of Homestead blood in him comes from May Walker 

Ollie Homestead, dam of Sir Inka May, his grandsire, 
Milco’s Three Point Program 

This story has outlined a period covering 20 years of 
selecting, culling, outcrossing, and intensifying Holstein 
bloodlines at Milco. Uppermost in mind when the herd 
was founded was production of milk to furnish dairy 
products for the patients at the various institutions. As 
the program developed, a testing plan was adopted that 
is now in its 14th consecutive year. The entire herd is 
enrolled in D. H. I. A. work, and a limited string of cows 
are tested each year in Class B of the Advanced Registry. 

The second point in the program is health, and the 
Milco herd today hag a record of which its managers are 
justly proud. Blood tested semi-annually for the past 
17 years,,and under Federal and State supervision, it 
was No. 3 to be certified free of Bang’s Disease in the 
State of Wisconsin. 

Selection for desirable type has long been considered 
important at Milco, as their collection of show ribbons 
testifies. By culling, selecting the right herd sires and 
building up their strong points through the breeding pro 
gram, Milco animals have for years been consistently 
high in the money awards at the great Wisconsin State 
Fair and other leading expositions of the Mid-West. — 

Milwaukee County citizens should feel proud of their 
fine herd of blooded Holstein cattle, and the important 
part it is playing in the development of more beautiful 
and more profitable seed stock for the dairymen of the 
state and nation. There is a lesson here for other pub- 
lic institutions to study.
